Other articles that, in Mr. Pavia’s opinion, would find a large 
sale in Italy, both for native consumption and the consumption 
of the thousands of English-speaking visitors, are jams and 
marmalade, the Italian products being very inferior. 

British manufacturers of confectionery, chocolate, &., did not 
exhibit at Milan. The cheapness of raw material, ¢.g., sugar, and 
the superior machinery used in England would, Mr. Pavia says, 
permit English manufacturers to compete with the Italian in many 
of their specialities, chocolate bonbons for instance, although they 
are of very good quality, and put up with great artistic taste. 





GREECE: 


According to ‘“ Handels Museum” (Vienna), such progress has 
been made in the manufacture of straw hats in 

Hats. Greece that some are now exported from that 
country to certain parts of the Levant. Only 

the cheapest kind of straw hats are imported: these come from 
Italy, the value of the imports being about 28,000 francs a year. 
Panama hats, both genuine and imitation, are sent from Germany. 
In spite of the heavy duty on felt hats the imports of these in 1905 
amounted to 31,072 ocques (ocque = 2°84 lbs. av.), valued at 
124,288 francs. Soft felt hats are most in demand, these having 
supplanted the fez, even among the poorest classes: they are chiefly 
imported from Italy and are sold at from 5 to 6 francs apiece. 
Hard felt hats come from the United Kingdom and France, and 
to a lesser degree from Austria-Hungary ; these, however, are little 
worn. They are manufactured on a small scale in Athens. The 
value of the imports of silk hats fell from 50,000 francs in 1900 
to 2,000 francs in 1905. They are mainly imported from France, 
a few coming from the United Kingdom and Italy. There is a 
large import of felt for use in the native hat industry. Undyed 
felts, which are imported free of duty, come almost entirely from 
Italy ; dyed felts are sent from the United Kingdom, Italy and 
France.

No 
modern machinery has yet been introduced: all is done by the 
labour of man and beast with implements of the rudest make and 
kind. ‘The soil is tilled into shallow furrows with light wooden 
ploughs, the seed is scattered broadcast, while the harvest is reaped 
with sickles, threshed by sledges and winnowed with forks.

BRITISH TRADE ABROAD. 


Italy.— In the report of the British Commission for the Milan 
International Exhibition recently issued, Capt. A. 8S, Thomson, C.B., 
President of the group relating to mercantile shipbuilding and 
equipment, writes :— 

‘In the majority of cases it appears to be the practice of British 
firms trading with Italy toappoint local agents of foreign nationality, 
who are remunerated by commission on the goods sold or business 
done. The disadvantages of this system are that the principals in 
England are unable to gauge the business solidity of their agents 
or keep sufficiently in touch with their social standing. Also at 
times of trade depression, just when increased activity in obtaining 
business is most required, iocal agents paid by commission find it 
necessary to divert time and attention to other channels uncon- 
nected with, or possibly inconsistent with, the interests of their 
English employers. Neither as a rule do foreign local agents 
possess the intimate knowledge of the particular business they 
represent, which is essential to success. Far better would it be 
to train young salaried assistants at home in all details of the 
foreign business, and then send them abroad to study the language 
and customs, so qualifying them to take entire charge of the 
foreign branch. Goods destined for the Italian market should be 
manufactured to suit the national requirements, and so as to admit 
of all measurements, quantities and prices being quoted in the 
decimal system.” 


Bunder Abbas.—H. M. Consul at Bunder Abbas (Lieut. C. H. 
Gabriel) reports that that port is scarcely likely to rise to its full 
importance as a trading base until the Persian Government take 
steps to maintain the security of the roads. It may be well to 
warn those contemplating engaging in trade with Irani merchants 
that it is very necessary in their own interests that they should 
first of all ascertain the status and integrity of those with whom 
they propose to transact business.

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FOREIGN TRADE AND SHIPPING OF CHINA IN 1906. 


The following article on the foreign trade and shipping of China 
in 1906 is based on the ‘‘ Abstract of Statistics and Report on the 
Foreign Trade of China” for 1906, recently published by order of 
the Inspector-General of the Chinese Imperial Customs, and is in 
continuation of the article published in ‘the “Board of Trade 
Journal” of 2nd August, 1906. 

[ NotE.—The average value of the Haikwan tael is stated to 
have been 3s. O;od. in 1905, and 3s. 34d. in 1906. 100 Haikwan 
taels = 111°40 Shanghai taels, for which exchange quotations are 
made.

I.— General. 


Calamity and a desperate struggle against adverse circumstances 
are the distinguishing features of the year’s trade. Floods and 
inundations, with resulting famine and destitution, have restricted 
the producing and consuming power of the rich Yangtze basin, 
while Yunnan has been visited by a drought which, in parts, 
reduced the crops to one-fifth of the average, and in the rich 
province of Kwangtung serious injury was inflicted on its more 
valuable products. Even in the North, which was affected by 
adverse climatic conditions only in the spring, the political situa- 
tion prevented that revival of trade which had been confidently 
expected. ‘The result has been that exports have shown but little 
expansion, and much of the small increase must be attributed to 
the compulsion on the impoverished people to sell their produce, 
for which, moreover, the home market was restricted. Imports, 
too, which have been poured in during the past two years in a vast 
flood, have, much of them, remained on the importers’ hands, 
unable to find a market. At Shanghai the imports of the two 
years remaining in the port have exceeded the normal consumption 
based on the average of the five years previous, 1900-04, by 
80 million taels ; add to this the large stocks held at Hongkong, 
the corresponding centre for the southern provinces, and the 
increased stocks still warehoused at such secondary centres as 
Tientsin and Newchwang, or awaiting distribution at Kwanchengtze, 
and there is a sum of not less than 120 million, and possibly 
upwards of 150 million taels, as the measure of the burden carried 
for two years past by the banks and merchants of China, foreign 
and native. 

But little has been heard during the year of any active move- 
ment in connexion with the boycott against American goods, 
except at Canton. 


II.—Foreign Trade. 


The total net value of the foreign trade in 1906 was 
Hk.tls. 646,726,821, a decrease of 4 per cent. from the value in 
1905, Hk.tls. 674,988,988, a loss falling on the import trade alone, 
and fully accounted for by reduced imports of cotton piece goods, 
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Foreign Trade and Shipping of China in 1906. 





and fully covered again by reduced consumption of copper. To 
the total for the year the direct trade of the northern, Yangtze, 
and central ports, from Newchwang to Wenchow, contributed 
70 per cent.; of the southern ports, from Santuao to Pakhoi, 
28 per cent. ; and of the southern frontier ports, 2 per cent. The 
share of Shanghai alone, as a primary importing and ultimate 
exporting port, was 52 per cent. of the whole foreign trade of 
China and 74 per cent. of that of the area commercially subsidiary 
to it. The disproportion of imports and exports is still influenced 
by the abnormal conditions resulting from the war; but, while net 
imports exceeded exports by 43 per cent.in 1904 and 97 per 
cent. in 1905, in 1906 the excess was reduced to 74 per cent. 


III.—Imports. 


The total net value of all imports, after deducting re-exports to 
foreign countries, was Hk.tls. 410,270,082, being less than the 
value in 1905 by Hk.tls. 36,830,709, or 8:2 per cent. ‘T'o the total 
import trade the northern, Yangtze, and central ports contributed 
73°7 per cent.; the southern ports, 24°6 per cent.; and the 
southern frontier marts 1*7 per cent. Shanghai as a primary 
importing port contributed 52°6 per cent. to the whole foreign 
import trade of China, and 71:3 per cent. to that of the territory 
commercially subsidiary to it. 

Cotton Manufactures were imported to the net value of Hk.tls. 
152,727,845, which was 16 per cent. less than in 1905, but was 
19 per cent. more than the highest previously recorded import, 
viz. that of 1903. Plain fabrics (undyed shirtings, sheetings, 
T-cloths, drills and jeans) were imported, in comparison with 
previous years, in the following quantities :—

To the import of 1906 therefore the English mills contributed 53:3 
per cent. ; the American, 42°2 per cent. ; the Japanese 3°6 per cent. ; 
while the Indian product was reduced to small proportions. In 
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addition it is to be noted that the Japanese official statistics show 
that the shipments of cotton fabrics from Japan to Manchuria for 
the twelve months ended 3lst December, 1906, were valued (f.o.b.) 
at Hk.tls. 2,716,500, while the direct import through Newchwang* . 
from Japan during the year was valued at Hk.tls. 185,556. Fancy 
cotton fabrics were unaltered in value, being Hk.tls. 27,320,865 
in 1905 and Hk.tls. 27,404,608 in 1906; the most marked 
differences were increases in cambrics, chintzes, prints, Turkey 
reds and cotton lastings, and decreases in cotton Italians and 
American cotton flannel. 

Cotton yarn was imported in quantities about equal to the 
import of 1904; to the total (2,541,222 piculs), Indian mills 
contributed 1,840,235 piculs and the Japanese 654,371 piculs. 
The Japanese product was 27,071 piculs less than in 1905 ;but it 
should be noted that the Japanese official statistics show that 
shipments of cotton yarn from Japan to Manchuria for the twelve 
months ended 3lst December, 1906, amounted to 49,621 piculs, 
while the import through Newchwang* direct from Japan during 
the year was 1,972 piculs. The proportion of the value of cotton 
yarn to that of all cotton manufactures, which had fallen from a 
general average of about 50 per cent. to 36 per cent. in 1905, rose 
again to 42 per cent. in 1906. 

In metals, copper has not only resumed its normal condition as 
an article of import, but no less than 96,264 piculs of ingots have 
been restored tothe Western markets, leaving a net import of only 
60,518 piculs, against 973,472 piculs in 1905, all kinds of copper, 
except wire, being included. There were no other significant 
changes in metals, the total value of which fell, with the reduction 
in copper, from Hk.tls. 45,428,998 to Hk.tls. 17,289,855. 

Rice imported from abroad increased from 2,227,916 to 
4,686,452 piculs, a relatively small increase in view of the prevailing 
distress. Rice bran also increased from 1,746,181 to 1,879,268 

iculs. 
: Cigarettes and cigars of foreign origin increased in value from 
Hk.tls. 4,734,579 to Hk.tls. 6,254,862, concurrently with a large 
increase in the home manufacture of cigarettes by machinery. 

Aniline dyes in general were almost unchanged in value. 
Synthetic indigo was doubled, increasing from 36,420 piculs, valued 
at Hk.tls. 1,726,198, to 73,848 piculs, valued at Hk.tls. 3,180,171; 
natural indigo, mainly Chinese produce re-imported from Hong- 
kong, fell from 75,691 piculs, value Hk.tls. 384,991, to 56,983 
piculs, valued at Hk.tls. 281,318. Other natural dyes were little 
chan ged. 

Flour shows a very considerable increase, from 931,761 to 


1,784,681 piculs (4,759,149 bags), of which the northern, Yangtze, 





* The only Chinese Custom House in Manchuria during 1906. 
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and central ports took 40 per cent., and the southern ports, 
60 per cent. As the southern ports draw their supplies from 
Hongkong, it is not possible to determine to what extent Australia 
has gained a footing in the market; two years ago, it is known, 
all foreign flour came from America. 

Kerosene oil fell from 153,471,831 to 128,687,690 gallons, a 
reduction of 24,784,141 gallons. This is not a gauge of reduced 
consumption, since stocks have been proportionately reduced. 

Machinery shows small change at Hk.tls. 5,730,221, of which 
54 per cent. was imported at Shanghai and 14 per cent. at Hankow. 
Railway plant increased from Hk.tls. 7,346,739 to Hk.tls. 11,439,806, 
of which 38 per cent. was imported at Tientsin, 42 per cent. at 
Hankow, 12 per cent. at Shanghai, 3 per cent. at Kiaochou, and 
24 per cent. at Canton. This was in addition to 15,000 tons 
of rails. 

Sugar increased from 4,620,675 to 6,545,742 piculs, of which no 
more than 173,295 piculs can have been Chinese sugar re-imported 
from Hongkong. The increase was general in all kinds, brown, 
white, refined, and candy. The progressive advance in the 
importation of foreign sugar is shown in the following figures :—

IV.—Exports. 
The total value of all exports was Hk.tls. 236,456,739, which 
was Hk.tls. 8,568,542, or 3°6 per cent., more than in 1905, but 
was still 3 million taels less than in 1904. T’'o the total, the northern, 
Yangtze, and central ports contributed 63°4 per cent.; the southern 
ports, 34°3 per cent.; and the southern frontier ports, 2°3 per cent. 
Shanghai was the port of actual shipment for 50°3 per cent. of all 
exports, and for 79-4 per cent. of those of its commercial territory. 
Tea shipments increased in value over a million taels to 
Hk.tls. 26,629,630. The export of leaf, 808,094 piculs, was less 
than in 1905 by ‘37,847 piculs in weight and Hk.tls. 1,169,687 
in value; brick and tablet, 596,034 piculs, were more by 
72,677 piculs in weight and Hk.tls. 2,353,665 in value. This 
illustrates a tendency which has been observed in recent years: 
exports of leaf, for the consumption of Western peoples, are less in 
quantity year by year, the reduction in the Customs duty in 1902 
having done no more than arrest the decline, and their value is 
less in an even greater degree ; while supplies of brick tea, for the 
consumption of the peoples of Central Asia, steadily increase in 
quantity and, to a still greater degree, in value. 
The inclement weather in the spring affected the quality generally, 
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and it is reported that ‘‘the lower grades were of common quality 
and in excessive supply”: Chinese middle-men are reported to 
have lost heavily. 

Silk and its products contributed to the total export trade of the 
year a sum of Hk.tls. 71,295,525, being 30 per cent. of all exports, 
and showing an increase of a million taels over 1905. White raw 
silk, native reelings, which had fallen from 34,238 piculs in 1904 
to 24,270 piculs in 1905, recovered to 27,224 piculs in 1906, the 
gain accruing entirely to Shanghai; and white filatures, which 
had fallen from 47,287 piculs in 1904 to 45,347 piculs in 1905, 
made a small recovery to 45,821 piculs in 1906, the gain accruing 
entirely to Canton. Yellow silk gained 10 per cent., wild silk 
was unaltered, and waste silk lost 15 per cent. The cold wet 
spring reduced the first two crops at Canton by about 6,000 piculs, 
reduced the output in Chekiang by 40 per cent. and injured the 
quality, and reduced the production in Kiangsu by about 
20 per cent. 

In the export of all kinds of silk and its products, China com-

Beancake was again exported in normal quantities, the shipments 
amounting to 3,916,043 piculs, or 35 per cent. more than in 1905 
and 15 per cent. more than in 1903, the last normal year. Man- 
churia has resumed its customary position as a source of supply, 
shipments from Newchwang furnishing 77 per cent. of the whole ; 
Shantung furnished 20 per cent. Beans were exported in reduced 
quantities (1,493,550 piculs), 7.e., 44 per cent. less than in 1900. 

Raw cotton shows but small change, the export, 769,542 piculs, 
being 3 per cent. less than in 1905. A large portion of the cotton 
shipped was from stccks of the season 1905. The 1906 crop was 
in some parts almost entirely destroyed by floods, and was every- 
where injured by the backward season; stocks were smaller at 
the close of the year than at the beginning. 


Eggs increased by 16 per cent. to 215 millions, 50 per cent. of 
which came from the Yangtze and nearly the same proportion 
from Kwangtung ports. Egg albumen and yolk show a very 
satisfactory increase, from 52,942 to 78,888 piculs. 

Fibres show in general a steady increase, but the export from a 
country like China is absurdly small. Hemp, jute, and ramie all 
increased in quantity, the export in jute being more than doubled ; 
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it is probable that much which, for taxing purposes, has been 
classified as hemp, is actually ramie. 

Matting, 431,062 rolls, shows but small change, the trade 
having been affected by industrial troubles and by the rising 
exchange. 


Minerals show a healthy development. Pig iron increased by 
37 per cent., and shipments of iron ore doubled, both going, for 
the most part, direct from Hankow to Japan. Antimony, lead, 
and zinc were all shipped in increased quantities. Tin alone shows 
a falling off from the unprecedented export of 1905. | 


Nankeens, Chinese hand-woven cotton cloth, increased from 
32,116 to 51,233 piculs, a weight which represents about 23,000,000 
yards; there is in addition a considerable movement coastwise, 
shipments from Shanghai to Chinese ports in 1906 amounting 
to 137,335 piculs, or about 60,000,000 yards, of which nine-tenths 
went to the North, mainly for Manchuria. 


Of oil seeds, cotton seed was shipped in somewhat reduced 
quantity, but rape seed increased from 19,751 to 127,914 piculs, 
and sesamum seed from 575,721 to 1,070,158 piculs. Seed cake 
also increased from 715,085 to 907,083 piculs. 


Straw braid continues to gravitate more and more to Kiaochou ; 
of the total supply from the two Shantung ports, Kiaochou 
furnished 30 per cent. in 1903, 60 per cent. in 1904, 79 per cent. 
in 1905, and 92 per cent. in 1906. Several causes .contribute to 
this result. Kiaochou is nearer to the source of supply, with which 
it is connected by railway; is a direct buyer for the foreign 
market, while Chefoo is to some extent subsidiary to Shanghai ; 
and is helped by having through freight rates the same as from 
Shanghai, while Chefoo traders must pay coast freight to Shanghai 
and expenses there. 

Sugar makes a melancholy showing, with shipments of 
173,295 piculs, against 519,211 piculs in 1905. China, with her 
primitive methods, is disappearing from the list of sugar-producing 
countries, and one of her staple products is being rapidly displaced 
by foreign supplies. 


On the whole the exports of Chinese produce have shown no 
great development. Exchange was a factor adverse to exports.

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TARIFF CHANGES 
AND CUSTOMS REGULATIONS. 


BRITISH INDIA.

Strands of the dyed cloth, to be also twisted with strands 
of white cloth, and boiled in the above solution for the same 
period. 

If under the above treatment the dyed cloth should change or 
lose any appreciable portion of its colour other than surface colour, 
or the colour should run materially from any one portion of the 
cloth to any other, or into the white fabric soaped along with it, or 
the solution into which the dyed cloth is boiled become coloured to 
a material extent, the cloth under test will not be deemed to be of 
“ fast colour.” 

Note.—It is stated in the “ Indian Trade Journal” for 6th June, 
that the above test for fast colours to be applied to cotton goods 
will come into force on 3lst December, 1907, and not on 15th

Boots and shoes of tissues and felt—A\l kinds of boots and shoes 
made of woollen, cottom or linen tissue, in combination or not 
with leather, or with indiarubber, are dutiable at the rate of 
650 lei per 100 kilogs., in accordance with Article 79 of the Tariff. 

Boots and shoes of felt are classed under Article 79 only when 
they are in combination with leather, but if they are of felt only 
they pay duty according to Article 122 or Article 123, according 
as the felt is common or fine. If, however, the felt cannot be 
recognised as being common felt without microscopic analysis, 
classification according to Article 122 is allowed only as the result 
of such analysis. 

Assessment of duty on articles of clothing.—In calculating duty 
on articles of clothing made of two or more kinds of tissue, the 
most highly taxed tissue entering into the composition of the 
clothing is taken as the basis for duty. 

If the clothing is made of a tissue which before being made up 
was embroidered or had any kind of appliqué work, and was 
cut out and made up afterwards, the rate of duty is calculated by 
applying the duty on the tissue, in conjunction with the rates of 
Article 406 and Articles 384, 385, 386. 

If, however, the clothing is made of plain tissue, not embroidered 
and without appliqué work, and different kinds of trimmings such 
as passementerie, guipure, embroidery, dc., are applied only after 
the article has been made up, duty is to be calculated on the basis 
of the rate for the tissue in conjunction with Articles 384, 385, 
386, but without applying Article 406. 

Marble slabs, roughly sawn, of a thickness of 2 cm. or more, not 
finished or chiselled out, w hich after being sawn have undergone 
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certain manual operations only, such as having borders traced out, 
being edged with the chisel, but without any other manual work, 
are dutiable according to Article 496 of the Tariff (1°50 lei per

GERMANY.

H.M. Consul at Aleppo (Mr. H. Z. Longworth) reports that the 
vilayet of Aleppo abounds in mineral ores, 
Mining in Aleppo. some specimens of which, analysed in Europe, 
show richness. The deposits have yet to be 
prospected, opened out, and developed. Not a mine is being 
seriously worked, owing to lack of capital, good roads, cheap trans- 
port, and Government facilities. The following minerals are 
known to exist abundantly in the indicated localities: silver, 18 
miles north-west of Marash ; copper, 14 miles south-east of Aleppo ; 
iron, 12 miles west of Zeitun; and coal, 70 miles south-east of 
Aleppo. Antimony, manganese, chrome, boracite, and bitumen are 
found in the mountainous neighbourhood of Alexandretta, gypsum 
round Lake Jebul, and fuller's-earth close to Aleppo and Killis, 
besides red, yellow and black marble quarried near Aleppo, Killis, 
Marash, and Aintab. (Foreign Office, Annual Series, 3,838.)

PERSIA. 


H.M. Consul at Bunder Abbas (Lieut. C. H. Gabriel) reports that 
the quantity of white and grey shirtings im- 
ported into that port last year, procured almost 
entirely from the United Kingdom and India, 
+ shows a decrease of 41 per cent. on that im- 
rade of ° 905 This is d t : ° 
eta: + ported in 1905. This is due to two main 
reasons: first, the well- stocked condition of 
the market at the commencement of the year; and, second, the 
depression of trade caused by the unrest thr oughout the country. 
In a lesser degree, the competition of the poorer qualities of Russian 
goods in the central Persian markets may also be said to have 
contributed to this result. 

The imports of yarn and twist show a decrease of 18 per cent. 
in quantity as compared with 1905: this may fairly be accounted 
for by Russian competition in the inland markets and the general 
trade depression.

MEXICO. 


With reference to the notice on p. 325 of the “ Board of Trade 
Journal” of 15th November last, it is to be 
Sample of C leaned noted that a sample of cleaned “ pochote ” fibre, 
Poskete”  Shre together with a bunch of leaves from the 
‘“‘pochote” tree, has now been received from H.M. Consul at 
Mexico City (Mr. L. J. Jerome). 

He reports that there is an enormous number of the trees in 
the State of Michoacan, but there is practically no demand for the 
material locally except for filling pillows. The fruit occurs in the 
form of a long pod about 9 ins. in length and 3 ins. in diameter 
pointed at both ends. The interior of the pod is filled with the 
silk-like material surrounding small seeds. It takes about twenty- 
five pods to produce one kilo, of the material, uncleaned, t.e. with 
the seeds. ‘The price of the material cleaned is 44 c. per kilo.

at Hochon. according to fineness. ‘That the silk benefits by 
the process is evident from the fact that a consignment sold in 
Shanghai for 520 taels a picul (1334 lbs. avoirdupois).

CEYLON. 


In an article discussing rubber planting in Ceylon, the “ Ceylon 
Rubber Observer” writes :— se. 
Cultivation “The cultivation of rubber-yielding plants 
' (chiefly of the Para variety, or ‘ Hevew brasi'i- 
ensis’) has attracted much attention in Ceylon during the past few 
years, and it is now estimated that there are about "120, 000 acres 
planted with Para (mainly), Castilloa, Ceara or the Landolphia 
vine—against about 39,000 acres under tea, 34,000 acres under 
cacao, and about 680,000 acres under the cocoanut palm, the 
last-mentioned chiefly in plantations and gardens owned by natives. 
Although rubber trees were shown to grow well and yield profit- 
able returns in the local Botanic Gardens nearly 20 years ago, tea 
occupied attention so greatly then that very few planters touched 
rubber before 1901, up to which year 2,500 acres in all were 
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Agriculture. 





planted; by 1904 this was increased to 11,000; early in 1905 to 
25,000 acres, and then came the ‘rush’ which has led to about 
120,000 acres being planted by the middle of 1907. 

“Tt has been demonstrated that the Ceylon planter can begin to 
harvest rubber safely when his trees are six years old, the “yield 
increasing annually as a rule, each tree judiciously planted giving 
from 1 lb. to 2 lbs. of prepared rubber.” 





ZANZIBAR. 

The British Vice-Consul at Zanzibar (Mr. H. A. Richards) reports 
that during the year 1906 a demand sprang up 
in Suez for cocoanuts, which to a small extent 
affected the local prices. During the last few 
months copra reached a price hitherto unknown, 
yet the cocoanut palm is only in a verv few 
places properly cultivated or cared for. Com- 
petent authorities state that with a little more care and attention 
to the present trees, and with fresh plantations, the output of the 
cocoannt could be easily doubled. 

Vanilla, which is being experimented with, last year gave a 
small crop, but there are every signs of good results in the near 
future. 

Rubber, cocoa and cinnamon are also being tried, and bid fair 
to be a success, 

Oranges grow plentifully and well on both the islands, and are 
‘well noted for their excellent quality. It might be w ell worth 
while for anyone who is contemplating investing money in 
Zanzibar to consider the question of orange groves. A very 
good market is ready for this and other fresh fr uit, all along the 
coast stretching from Cape Town to Aden, and no doubt if the 
matter were taken up the steamship companies could be induced to 
offer better facilities for the transport of this class of produce than 
they do at present.

TURKEY. 


H.M. Consul at Aleppo (Mr. H. Z. Longworth) reports that the 
white mulberry grows throughout the Vilayet

coast country. The majority of the inhabitants 
have yet to realise that substantial profits can be made ont of silk- 
worm rearing.

Its cultiva- 
tion with American seed should, in Mr. Longworth’s opinion, be 
attempted elsewhere. He thinks that the rich alluvial banks of 
the Euphrates might perhaps be suitable.

NORWAY: 


According to a report received from H.M. Minister at Christiania, 
M a Norwegian firm at Gjévik has acquired the 
anufacture of UI d } 
Coloured Woog, Patent rights to manufacture coloured wood. 
Whole stems of green trees are coloured, the 
sap being pressed out of the stem by force, and the dye injected in 
its place. Wood treated by this process is rendered much more dur- 
able than ordinary wood and will not warp. The coloured wood 
may be polished in the usual manner, but only colourless lac, 
polishes and oils should be used. Although not all the colours are 
fast or lasting when exposed to sunlight, yet most of them, it is 
said, keep their colour just as well as mahogany: coloured wood 
produced by this method is stated to be highly suitable for 
furniture work. 





DENMARK. 


H.M. Consul at Copenhagen (Mr. L. C. Liddell) reports that the 
number of British commercial travellers annu- 
ally visiting Denmark is still about the same, 
viz., 120. ‘The number of German travellers is 
also the same as before, namely, about 1,200. ‘I'he number of 
German travellers will, however, always be much higher than those

of other nations, as they sell not only German, but also Austro- 
Hungarian, Italian and French goods, &c., and they visit even the 
smallest towns in the country. British travellers, as a rule, only 
visit Copenhagen wholesale merchants, and their attention should 
therefore be drawn to the towns of Aarhus, Odense, Aalborg. of 
55,000, 40,500, and 31,500 inhabitants respectively, in which 
undoubtedly some business could be done. There has been 
a question of raising the cost of a license, but no Bill has yet 
been put before the Rigsdag. Should this be done, it is to be 
hoped that the system will be altered, so that a license can be taken 
out for a month at a time, as is the case in Sweden and Norway, 
instead of for a whole year. The rule that the traveller has to 
report himself to the police, as well as to the Customs authorities at 
each town he comes to, which has created so much indignation 
amongst JBritish travellers, is, however, hardly likely to be 
abolished. 

Hitherto it has been considered unnecessary for travellers to take 
out a license when their local agent accompanied them on their 
visits to customers and booked their orders. In 1906 the Supreme 
Court, however, decided in an action brought by the State, that 
even in such cases, where the order was taken by the two at ona 
time, the traveller ought to have a license. Since the Danish 
Consular officers in the United Kingdom were instructed some 
few years ago by the Danish Ministry for Foreign Affairs to give 
accurate information as to the formalities that have to be 
attended to for obtaining a license, only few mistakes have occurred, 
but still many enquiries are received at the Consulate as to cost of 
license, &c., and it also happens that travellers arrive at Copen- 
hagen who are quite ignorant of the fact that it is necessary to 
take out a license if they intend to do business.

While the density of population is approximately the same, the 
Servian peasantry, of whom the bulk of the nation consists, 
neither provide for exportation nor care to import much more 
than one-tenth of the value actually exchanged by Denmark. 
In this fact, however, there lies a promise for the future, as, 
with the improvement of means of communication and the intro- 
duction of foreign capital, the country will undoubtedly be able 
to maintain a much larger population provided that it develops 
into a more industrious one. The land is exceedingly subdivided, 
only about 1,664 proprietors, or less than 1 per cent. of the total 
number, owning more than 100 acres each. The continuance of 
this minute sub-division is assured by a law which provides that 
a certain minimum of land, together with the dwelling-house, 
farm-buildings and implements are inalienable and cannot be 
claimed for debt. 

Besides the further development of agriculture, there are, in 
H.M. Minister’s opinion, great possibilities in Servia for the 
creation of a flourishing mining industry. A few foreign under- 
takings, mainly Belgian and French, are already at work, but the 
total output in 1905 was only about 80,000/. in vaiue. The 
minerals found are gold, copper, lead, antimony, iron and coal. The 
hope has been expressed in Servia that the specimens of ores, which 
are among the chief Servian exhibits in the Balkan States Exhibi- 
tion in London, will direct the attention of British capitalists to 
this almost untouched field of enterprise. 





MADAGASCAR.

UNITED STATES OF AMERICA. 


The Board of Trade have received information from a trustworthy 
source to the effect that trade in San Francisco is 
sa . extremely dull and that many of the large firms 

or discharged numbers of their employees. 

San Francisco. Money is still very tight. Building is fast 
approaching stagnation, owing to the high prices of material, and 
a fear of further demands for higher wages by the artisans. The 
labour situation appears to have reached a point where the supply 
is far greater than the demand, and under ordinary economic 
conditions the competition for employment would cause a reduction 
of wages, were they not artificially supported by the unions. How 
long wages can be upheld by these agencies remains to be seen. 
For the 40,000 men reported to be idle, the prospect of obtaining 
employment in other cities on the coast does not appear to be 
encouraging. One of the largest construction companies in the 
City reports that it has contracts to erect forty-two new buildings 
of all sorts, on which work has not been begun on account of the 
outlook regarding wages. Meanwhile the decline in the cost of 
building material appears to be general. Brick has fallen five 
dollars per thousand, lumber has declined from six to ten dollars 

er thousand feet, and is expected to go lower; lime and cement 
and wire-lath have all dropped materially, and only structural stee} 
remains stationary with no immediate prospect of change.

Travellers, &c., &c. There isa Sample Room at the offices of the 
Branch, where, in addition to samples illustrative of reports of 
H.M. Consuls or of the Correspondents or Special Commissioners 
of the Board of Trade, specimens of special interest that may be 
received from the Imperial Institute, India, or the Colonies, &c., 
are exhibited from time to time. 

The Governments of India, Canada, and Queensland, also the 
Governments of the Transvaal and Orange River Colony, have 
established, in proximity to the Commercial Intelligence Branch, 
at 73, Basinghall Street, special offices for dealing with trade 
matters (see next page).

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SPECIAL INDIAN AND COLONIAL 
TRADE ENQUIRY OFFICES. 

India.—The India Trade Enquiry Office at 73, Basinghall Street, 
London, E.C., has been established for the purpose of supplying 
the general public withall available information as to the commercia} 
products, manufactures and trades of British India. 

The office is under the superintendence of an India Office official, 
who is in daily attendance to answer personal or written enquiries. 

The current publications of the Government of India dealing 
with Indian Trade statistics, tariff charges, railways, economic 
products, d&c., are kept in the office, and can be consulted free: the 
various Indian Directories are also filed. 

Canada.—The Canadian Government have secured premises at 
73, Basinghall Street, London, E.C., where an office has been 
opened under the designation of “Canadian Government City 
Trade Branch,” for the convenience of the commercial community. 

In due course it is intended to equip and maintain a display 
room, illustrating the products, resources and manufactures of the 
Dominion. In the meantime, a Canadian representative attends 
daily to deal with enquiries and applications regarding Canadian 
import and export trade, and to supply information about 
Canadian matters generally. Personal appointments can be 
arranged when desired. 

Queensland.—F or the convenience of the commercial community 
in the City of London, the Agent-General for Queensland has 
opened a branch office at 73, Basinghall Street, London, E.C., 
where a representative attends daily to give information to 
enquirers regarding trade, mining, and all other matters relating 
to Queensland. 

A collection of articles representative of the pastoral, agricultural, 
and mining industries of Queensland is on view, and information 
regarding these industries can be obtained at the Office, as above. 

Transvaal and Orange River Colony.—A Trade Enquiry Office 
has been opened at 73, Basinghall Street, E.C., by the Govern- 
ments of the Transvaal and Orange River Colony, on the lines of 
the agency established at the same address by the Government of 
Cape Colony, but under the general direction of the Commercial 
Intelligence Branch of the Board of Trade. 

The Superintendent in charge of the Office deals with, and 
supplies free, information in regard to the products and resources 
of the two Colonies, the opportunities they present to the settler, 
their railway facilities, the regulations of all kinds in force in 
them affecting trade, &c., &c. 

South Australia.—The Government of South Australia have 
established a Produce Department at the offices of the Agent 
General, Threadneedle House, 28, Bishopsgate Street Within, 
London, E.C. Mr. A. E. M. Norton, the Commercial Agent, is in 
charge of this department, and he will supply, free of cost, full 
information regarding the exports from South Australia of all sorts 
of Produce. 

The South Australian Government intend very shortly to send 
to London specimens of every description of South Australian 
Produce, and these will be displayed in one of the offices of the 
Commercial Agent’s Department. 
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SPECIAL INDIAN AND COLONIAL TRADE ENQUIRY OFFICES —continued. 


Cape of Good Hope.—The Government of the Cape of Good Hope 
have offices at 98, Victoria Street, London, S.W., for the purpose 
of a Commercial Agency for that Colony, under the superintendence 
of the Trades Commissioner, who, together with the Commercial 
Agent, deals with, and supplies free, information on trade subjects 
connected with the Colony, such as commercial products, industries, 
trade, tariff regulations, commercial statistics, railway rates, 
prospects for emigration, &c., &c. 


IMPERIAL INSTITUTE. 


The Imperial Institute at South Kensington was transferred by 
Act of Parliament to the control of the Board of Trade on the 
lst January, 1903. ‘The work formerly carried on by the Com- 
mercial Intelligence Office of the Institute is now conducted by 
the Commercial Intelligence Branch of the Board of Trade. 

The Imperial Institute is chiefly occupied with the systematic 
investigation and illustration of the principal resources of India 
and the Colonies. It includes :— 

1. The Galleries, containing collections of economic products, 
&c., illustrative of the natural and commercial resources of British 
Possessions. ‘These are open free to the public daily (except on Sun- 
days) from 10 am. to 5 p.m., in Summer, and from 10 a.m. to 
4 p.m.in Winter. Information and publications concerning India 
and the Colonies, their products, industries, prospects for emigra- 
tion, &c., may be obtained on verbal application at the Central 
stand in the galleries, or applications may be addressed in writing 
to the Director of the Imperial Institute, South Kensington, S.W. 
From time to time samples and specimens of raw and manufactured 
products will be shown in the sample room attached to the offices 
of the Commercial Intelligence Branch of the Board of Trade at 
73, Basinghall Street, E.C. 

2. The Scientific and Technical Department with extensive 
laboratories specially equipped for the purpose of investigating 
problems connected with tropical agriculture and development. 
In this Department new or little known natural products from 
{India and the Colonies, and commercial products from new 
sources, received through the Government of the countries con- 
cerned, are examined with a view to their valuation and utilisation. 

3. The Library and Reading Rooms, containing a large collection 
of Indian and Colonial works of reference, which are regularly 
supplied with the principal official publications of India and the 
Colonies, and with many of the principal newspapers, periodicals 
and maps of the United Kingdom, India, and the Colonies. 

4. Conference and Meeting Rooms which are available under 
certain conditions for the purpose of meetings, lectures, &c., on 
subjects of importance to India and the Colonies. 

5. ‘Ihe ‘‘ Bulletin of the Imperial Institute.” This publication, 
which is now issued quarterly, includes reports on investigations 
conducted at the Imperial Institute, and also special articles 
relating to recent developments in tropical agriculture and in 
the utilisation of raw materials. The ‘ Bulletin” may be 
obtained at the Imperial Institute, South Kensington, or from 
Messrs. Eyre and Spottiswoode, East Harding Street, Fleet 
Street, E.C., price one shilling per number. 
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
